The screen has an elongated shape and defines in cross section 
an arcuate or polygonal flute or groove having two longitudinal 
edges 2, 3 which are parallel or substantially parallel with each other 
and which therebetween define a longitudinal opening 1a. First end 
portions 1 b of the screen 1 have a transverse first edge 4 and second 
end portions 1c thereof have a transverse second edge 5. The 
edges 4 and 5 are, seen from the side, parallel or substantially parallel 
with each other. The edges 4 and 5 preferably extend perpendicular or 
substantially perpendicular to the longitudinal edges 2, 3.
